Men who suffer from an obstruction In 
the main artery of -a-leg tell me that after 
walking a little way such pain comes in the 
leg that they have to stop.

The man 
may write to ask if he should try to get a 
good piece of artery transplanted to take the 
place of the diseased one. 1 have to reply 
that I can't tell, and perhaps no one can teh 
until a study is made of the arteries of the 
affected leg. A chemical can be injected 
into the artery which will show it and its 
brariches in an X-tay film. If the obstruction 
in the artery is is a small one, limited to a 
few inches, the transplantation of a bit of 
artery or nylon tubing may be possible, and 
this can work a cure; but if a long stretch 
of the artery is diseased and closed off, the 
surgeons may not be able to do anything.
